preſent goodly promiſes ? Will they (thinke you) part with any other inheritances 


to them,then, who will not ſs much as now mediatefor them to regaine their own?, 


Will theſe who have butchered ſo many thouſands of innocent Proteſtants in Ire- 
lard, in England, even before they were ſure of the day, without any provocation 
given; ſpare any mothers ſonne of them alive, if they once ere their Trophees 
over them > Certainly the experience of all former ages compared with the pre- 
ſent, may fully reſolve all,that che very * render mercivs of theſe Wicked ones, will be 
nought br extreme craelty ; and if they prevaile, wee all muſt perith without di- 
ſtin&ion ſooner or later, unlefſe wee will turne Apoftates, and loſe our Religion, 
God, Heaven, ſoules, to ſave our tranſitory lives. 

- Finally, therefore, let the ſerious conſideration of all the premiſes inſtruct us, to 
learne wiſdome from theſe our adverſaries ; let their indefarigable induſtry, ſubill 
policy, ſincere fidelity, cheerfull conſtancy, bountitull libecality, fraternall unani- 
mity, undaunred magnanimity, indiflolvable confederacy, and uninterrupted perti 
nacie in proſecuting, eſtabliſhing, propagating their Antichriſtian Religion, Trea- 
ſons, deſtgnes, excite all Proteſtants (according to their ſeverall late Covenants and 
Protef ations much forgotten) to equalize, if nottranſcend them in all theſe, in de 

fending, ſecuring, propagating our true Chriftian Religion, proteRing our King 
Kingdomes, Parliament, Lawes, Libernes, Poſterity, all we yet have, or hereafte 

hope for, from that imminent ruine, which theſe Popiſh conſpirators threaten te 


them. - Fore-warned forc-armed ;-if now we periſh through our owne private dif}. 


ſentions, folly, cowardize,covetouſnefſe, trechery, ſecurity, or monſtrous credulity 
that theſe conſpirators and Papifts now in Armes, fight onely for the King, and eſt 
bliſhment of the Proteſtant Religion, as itwas in Queen Elszabeths dayes, (againl 
whom they plotted ſo many Treaſons, even for her very Religion, and alfo th 
powder-plot fince, againſt King 7ames,and the whole Parliament,) our blood ſhall 
reſt upen our owne heads, who would not take timely notice of our incumben 
dangers, nor ſuddenly prevent them whiles we might.
